future. Mr ILC. Wiloox wrote to the Se- 
cretury on the 27th September anking for 
the removal of the oases from the above 
addreas as Mr Wilcox feared plague, The 
Secrofaty sent ‘this nate to the President, 
who instructed the Secrelary to aénd to the 
Colonial Surgeon und ask him if he would 
be gaod-enough to send a medical officer ty 
neccompany the officer of the Sanitary 
Board, who would be prepared to remove 
thé cases if necvasary. ‘Lhe Seoretary there- 
npon wrote to Dr Atkinson, who replied aa 


‘| follows —* Wo cannot bo exproted to visit 


private cases of this nature unless we receive 
8 medical cerlificate that the patients ace ; 
suffering from an infectious divcaae. If a 
private practitioner cannot be found let tho H 
onaee be sent down to the Government Civil |

residenoa this week, which was supposed to | 
be plague and turned out to be simply fever.’

A FLOUR MANUFACTURER TELLS OF 
THE CONDITIONS, 

George 8. Palmer, of Spokane, manager 
of the big ©. and Q. flouring mills of that 
sity, returned from ao six months’ visit to 
China and Japan by the steamship Victoria, 
arriving on August 12 at Tacoma, The ob 
ject of Mr Palmer's trip to the orient was to 
acquaint himeelf with the evnditions of 
trade in the Asiatic countries, To that end 
‘he travelled along the entire coast, from tha 
Malay peninsula to Siberia and gathered | 
much jotormation of value, He does not 
anticipate 4 great trade in four with China 
or Japan, but thinks the demand will cou- 
tinge moch oa it is noleas the condition of 
rffaira in China-ia greatly changed apd the 


China and not Japan, that ases the greater 
portion af our flour, Aa a matter of fact, 
Hongkong takes mors flour in a month than 
Japan in a year, Japan is raising somo 
wheat at the present time and is doing some 
milling. Native float is in the market all 
the time, but is of an inferior quality, being 
quite black, 

‘Jn China, where, on I paid, the chief 
portion of fluur is bought, the coneumers do 
not use it ns wo do. The Chinesa are not 
takers, They moakeno bread, but use the 
flour in thickening soups, in tmnakiog pudds 
wys and the like, Qaly the more wealthy 
people uve the fur, it being too expensive 
fur the poorer lass, Nevertheless, Hour 
shipments go tu all parts of the country, 
penetruting even to the far interior,

export trade from America to the orient. 
He believes it ia now about as good as it 
ever will be 

‘We cannot Jook for much demand in 
Jupan, at any rate, for our goods,’ aays he.
